SEX HYGIENE IN THE PUBLIC 
SCHOOLS 


Since the departure from Santa Ana ! 
of Mr. Hamilton, for several years gen­ 
eral secretary of the Orange County 
Y. M. C. A., we have no m ilitant and I 
probably no enthusiastic advocate o f' 
the teaching of sex hygiene 
in 
the 
schools. 
But the question as to the; 
advisability of doing so is a live one! 
and it has been seriously considered 
if not very generally 
discussed 
by I 
thoughtful people of til is city. 
Indeed 
there lias been of 
late 
years 
a n d : 
m onths a very general co n sid eratio n ! 
and 
discussion 
of 
this 
question 
throughout the country. 


This discussion, it seems to us, is' 
not of much value in deciding the ques- j 
tion, to teach or not to 
teach 
sex 
hygiene in the schools, except to the 
extent that such decision may proper­ 
ly and justly be based upon public or 
popular opinion, which, us a rule, is 
of little value in scientific m atters. 
The 
advantage of increased knowl­ 
edge 
for 
the 
children, 
as 
well * 
us the practical difficulties 
of 
pre- 
seating this subject properly, have 
been com m ented 
on 
from 
various 
points of view. 
There lins been little 
effort, however, to secure an expres 
sion of opinion from those vitally in­ 
terested, namely, the parents and tile; 
children them selves. 
For this reason, 
the report of the Bureau of Research j 
of the Upper 
Peninsula 
(Michigan) I 
Educational Association, recently 
is­ 
sued, is of interest. 
This bureau was j 
organized to m ake a direct study of 
the schools of 
the 
Upper 
Peninsula; 
of 
Michigan, 
their 
equipment 
and 
their 
m ethods 
and 
material 
for 
study. 
It is at present endeavoring to i 
disc over the points 
of 
strength and I 
w eakness of the schools, as judged by I 
the parents and others interested in 
them. 
The report just issued is divid­ 
ed into four 
sections— moral

tion. physical education, industrial ed-j 
aration and general. 
The 
basis 
for 
the report is the individual opinions of j 
317 representative citizens. Under the J 
first head, among many other subjects) 
discussed, the question was asked oft 
parents: “ Do you believe that sex hy­ 
giene should be taught in the schools? 
To this question, 
ninety-two 
replied 
••yes," while IT". opposed such instruc­ 
tion; six m ade qualified replies. Com­ 
m enting on these answers, the report 
says th at the replies indicate that pa­ 
trons of schools are not ready as yet 
to have sex hygiene taught 
in 
the 
schools. 
‘ Doubtless but few teachers 
are qualilied to teach the subject well,” 
says the report, ‘ aud to teach it poor­ 
ly would be much worse than not to 
teacli it a t all."

porated in Connecticut in 1709 and th at copper de­ 
posits in New Jersey were worked in 1719. 


Some Facts About Crops 
Every landowner, agriculturist, horticulturist or 
stockm an has an ambition to be a successful pro­ 
ducer, says the New York Evening Post, whether 
it be of flowers, pigs, hothouse grapes, or a leg of 
m utton. 
He should, therefore, be vitally alert as to 
the trend of production and prices for garden pro­ 
ducts, live stock, crops, etc. 
Then the Post con­ 
tinues: 
“Does he realize, for instance, that in the year 1914 
the landowner in Rhode Island received more per 
ton for his hay than he could have in any other 
State in the Union, with M assachusetts a close sec­ 
ond, while the farmers in North and South Dakota 
received less for their hay than their brothers any­ 
where else. 
"The poultry fancier in N evada received more for 
his eggs and chickens, with M assachusetts again a 
close second, and as to butter. Nevada leads again 
in price, with Connecticut next, and then Massachu­ 
setts, New Mexico, Arizona, Rhode Island, in the 
order given. 
“'rile breeder of hogs got th e best price in Massa­ 
chusetts, with Connecticut second and New Jersey 
third. 
Milch cows gave a larger return to their 
owners in Wyoming first—with a rise in price over 
tile last four years of $27—Arizona second, Rhode 
Island third, and .Montana fourth. 
Horses brought 
more in M assachusetts than 
anyw here 
else, with 
Maine next and Connecticut third. 
The sheep owner 
fared best in Connecticut with New Hampshire next, 
and beef-cattle brought more to the Maine breeder, 
M assachusetts coming second 
and 
Rhode Island 
third. 
“Many will also doubtless be surprised to learn 
that after Nevada, Vermont lias a greater yield of 
wheat per acre than any S tate in the Union, Maine 
coming next; and that V erm ont’s oat yield per acre 
is the largest of any E astern State, the W estern 
States ranking in the order given: Nevada, Utah, 
W ashington, idaho. 
In barley production. California 
takes the lead, with M innesota second and the Da­ 
kotas third. 
"As to the prices of various commodities, on Octo­ 
ber I, 1914, the index figure of crop prices was 3.2 
per cent higher than the average for the past six 
years on the same date, and on September 15 the 
average price of meat anim als, including chickens, 
hogs, sheep, cattle, etc., was $7.58 per IOO pounds, 
as compared with $6.92 four years ago. For instance 
the average price of milch cows was $59.85, horses 
$1.32, hogs. $8.11, beef cattle $6.38, veal-calves $8.06, 
and lambs $6.27. 
As to land products, apples were 
62 cents a bushel, pears 93 cents a bushel, eggs 
(in New York) 32 to 41 cents a dozen, and butter 
averaged 29 v> cents. 
“The apple crop this year will, of course, be very 
plentiful, as it is estimated some 230,000,000 bushels 
will be harvested, while the potato crop is given 
as 384,000,000 bushels. 
The conditions for growing 
corn this year have also been admirable, there hav­ 
ing been less damage from frost than usual, and 
the production to date is said to be some 2,700,000,000 
bushels. 
Altogether, this year has been a more than 
ordinarily good one for agriculture, but there are 
several conclusions to he draw n from these figures 
for tile mind unaccustomed, perhaps, to dallying with 
agricultural 
statistics. 
For 
instance, 
in 
certain 
States where tile highest prices have been attained, 
the rise is sometimes based upon a limited supply of 
products of the highest grade rather than upon a 
general country-wide rise in price. 
Wyoming, for 
example, is, needless to say, not a dairy State, and 
the high price obtained for milch cows there is due 
prim arily to a shortage in the supply. 
“However, a careful exam ination of the returns 
from all the States show a general tendency up­ 
wards, which should be an incentive to us, for one 
thing, to take precautionary m easures in our cul­ 
inary departments. 
It m ight he suggested that the 
rise in beef cattle, during the last few years, would 
have made the necessity dawn upon the householder 
of exerting all possible energy in becoming familiar 
with the various cuts of m eat, many of which are 
quite as palatable and nutritious (and about one-half 
the price) as tile inevitable rib roast.”
